The USNCC provides a five-course Naval Studies Certificate that counts as 15 of the 60 
credits required for associate degrees. The USNCC program is separate from tuition assistance and voluntary 
education programs, which means the lifetime limit on TA/VOLED credits for service members can be applied 
toward a bachelor and/or master’s degree. This helps set active duty enlisted Sailors, Marines, and Coast 
Guardsmen and Coast Guard Reservists on a path of lifelong learning.

Hygiene Program Manager assigned to Naval Air Station Pensacola, he proved that any 
Corpsman is ready to respond to any emergency anytime, anywhere. On September 1, 

2023, a Sailor collapsed during physical fitness training. He quickly sprung into action and 
recognized that the patient was unresponsive, not breathing, and pulseless. He began 
Cardiopulmonary Resuscitation and deployed the Automated External Defibrillator five times. 
He did not let up on his duties as a Corpsman until the arrival of Base Fire and Ambulance 
personnel. His efforts stabilized the patient for the next echelon of care and were vital to his 
survival and recovery! BRAVO ZULU CHIEF! Way to set the example to the NAVY’S FINEST!! 


As the sole Behavioral Health Technician for, Commander Naval Surface Group Middle 
Pacific’s Embedded Mental Health dept. caring for 3K Operational Sailors. He conducted 

214 fitness-for-duty screenings, 250 post-hospital discharge safety checks, and 100 intake 
appointments resulting in a 95% return to work duty status. He developed and implemented 
a mental health screening and referrals process that resulted in a 25% increase in access to 
care. Additionally, As the command volunteer coordinator, HM2 spearheaded 100 hours of 
volunteer time across Joint Base Pearl Harbor Hickam. BRAVO ZULU, HM2!

During his tenure, Stewart led the closure of 
HCS San Diego/school consolidation at HCS Great Lakes. From 1999 until his death, Stewart served as the 
National Director of the FAITH Riders Motorcycle Ministry.
